Supplement, Thh will include the sculptures added from 
1940 to 1950, and will be published in JUPBS.^ 1953. 
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As indicated in the Previous Vplume* the scheme of numbering 
is two-fold. References like B I* B 2, B 5i begmning with a 

letter of the alphabet are according to Dr VogeFs Cutalo^^iet but the 
order of antiquities has been rearranged to suit the chronological 
classificatiop of the present edition. Dr Vqgei's descriptions have 
been mostly retained escept for such revised idendhcaiions, additions 
and alterations as sccined necessary. Numbers like 490, 27a, 276, 191, 
etc, arc from: the mauuscript Accession Register of the Mathura 
Museum. Inscribed sculptures arc indicated by an asterisk.

Along the throe entire 
sides runs an tnscription in two lines. The lettering on side & is partly, 
and that on e wholly, lost.

It was preserved at the Allahabad Public Library and came

Head and arms missing 
Halo with scolloped border partly preserved, ^rlvaia^i symbol Au 
centre of chest, and wheel symbols on the palm^ of the h^ds 
and soles of the feet. The relief on the front faca of the pedestal 
represents a wheel of the law (Ski. dAfirwD-cAaira) placed on a 
pillar. It is being worshipped by ten human devotees* both male 
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apd feiiulf!, cf whooi two are fcneellpg at the foot of the pillarj 
whilst the others are standing, some carrying flowers as offerings 
and others folding their bands in the aldtode of adoration. The 
two ends of the redief are occupied by Jions standing. 

The sculpture was carved in the reign of the Kushltta king 
Vasudeva, as appears from the inscription of three lines, two 
ahoTC and one beneath the front relief. It reads

His 
Majesty [Shahi] Vasudeva, in the year 34, the 2nd mooth of sum¬ 
mer, the 5th day, on that [date specified] above, Kotabhava, the wife 
of Ainnra, the daugtiter^in-law of Bhatadatta Ugafahiuaka has erected 
an image of the Lord the Arhat Rlshabba at the request of Kumarada 
tta-. 

This image was discovered in November 1908 by Pandit 
Radha Krishna on the bank of the Balabhadra Kund, were it was 
being used as a grinding stone. He subsequently secured it for the 
Museum, [Vogel, Catalognt. igio, Plate XL Cf. j 1 , S, B. N, S,, 
VoJ. V., p. 6, no. VIIIJ. On loan from the Government of India.

2' yi') of a Jina seated cross-legged in medita¬ 
tion (.Sfcr. ittya ho ttKfdrd) Head and arms broken ; sculpture other¬ 
wise damaged. Symbol of wheel on the palms of the hands and soles 
of the feet. On front of the pedestal is a relief representijig a wheel 
placed on a trident which is being worshipped by six lay devotees of 
whom the two pcsresE it are kneeling, while the others are standing. 
At the sides a lion couchant with head turned outward. On 
the pedestal there is an inscription, considerably mudlaied, 
which consists of two lines fa'2' in length), one over and the 
other under the relief. Some more letters arc traceable beneath the 
second line. 

The inscriptioo was first edited by Cuaningham and subsequent¬ 
ly by BuhJer, Gunmogham’s facsimile proves that some letters have 
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diiappcaied since its discovery. These have been placed beiivctD 
round brackets.

ped border round the headj and the ^rlvuJ^a symbol in the centre 
of the chest. The soles of the feet also are marked with symbols. 
On each side stands an attendant figure^ with an elaborate head-dress. 

It was purchased by Pandit Eadha Krishna from a Khattrv 
Glrdbar Lai by name^ who is said to hare found it in the Janma 
near the Cokarau Mahadev Temple. On loan from the Governineut 
of India.

The statues of historic personages are extremely rare in 
ancient India. The effigies from Mat/being portrait statues of Kush- 
5199 emperors are therefore of cstraordinary interest and count 
atnoogst the most important specimens of andent Indian art.

The smrtHpg discovery of thi? statue of 
Emperor Kanishka togeiber with several others of the Kushana Itiogs 
was made by Rai Bahadur Pandit Radha Krishna in the wipter of 
1911 at the viJlage of Mat situated about 9 mUes oartli of the 
city of Mathura^ on the left hank of the riner Yarnun^^ in a momod 
known locally as To^if Tila.

The original centre of the has-relief is occupied by Buddha 
seated in meditatiop inside the cave on whiLh a peacock above and 
two lions at the sides should be noticed. Tow^ards his right is the 
chief of the Gandbarvas or heavenly musicians who is recognisable 
from a harp which he plays. He is followed by an attendant 
holding flowers and by three female figures^ eadi carrying a bunch 
of flowers aud a garland. They may be idendfied as ceksdsl 
nymphs (Skr. aptsaras) of India's heaven. On the other side of the 
cave wc notice Indra with his high hac crouching in adoradonj 
elephant AirgvaEa and two male figures crouching behind him. 

The upper portion of the sculpture is divided into a scries of 
arches separated by dwarf pilasters. Under the central arch is 
Buddha's head-dress; ihc orhers enclose the upper halves of 
worshipping figures^ probably Devas.

The scene of Indra^s visit to Buddha in the Indra^a cave is 
a favourite subject of Buddhist art* It occurs first on a railing 
pillar at Bodh^Gaya i here only the empty cave is shown and a figure 
wilh a harp standing at its side. On a bas-rehcf from Loriyan 
Tangai in the Swat valley wc have a very fine tnd full rcptcsailation 
of this scene. The Buddha figure in the cave is remarkable for its 
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expression of repose and serenity. Indra is attended by aumerous 
celestials and above and below the cave are vations plants and 
animals such as lions in caveSj peacocks and also monkeys who are 
imitating the cneditative attitude of Buddha, The Loriysn Tangai

(b) This scene is placed between two par»a^ftla^ facing in 

opposite directions. In h we find a male and a female deer waUting 

m the proper left over a rocky surface between two trees. 

(c) In front of his/«irnfl4n!;i a middle aged hermit with a small 
beard is standing with his hands out-stretched in the attitude of 

tempting some thing w come to him. 

It is possible to identify the scene with the story of the Romaka 
Taiaka, also called Parapata jaiaka (the birth story of the pigeon, Fans- 
boll. No. 277, Vol. 11 , PP. 38 ^’ 4 .) The Bodhisattva was once born as 
kingofa flock of pigeons. For a long tinfi they'visited regularly a good 
ascetic (^tasampannatopam) who had made an aod lived in 

a cave {pav^^ta^uUyav.) nearby, until he became old and left the 
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place. He was succeeded by anotter ascetic who was of sharo morals 
( Icutatiijutsa.) The pigeons continued their visits, till one day the 
Villagers served the ascedc with a dish of pigeon’s flesh, and he 
liking the flavour, conceived the desire to kill the pigeons. Next day 
he concealed a staff under the corner of his garment and waited 
infront of his leafyhut (pnaTuiJiitlfi drSre ) expecting the birds to 
come near him, But the Bodbisativa suspecting his intention, warned 
his followers and charged the ascetic with hypoctacy. The sham 
ascetic was afraid of the villagers aod soon left the village. 

In the flrst scene we see the good ascetic in the act of feeding 
the birds. His advanced age is expressed in his feaiiircs and beard. 
By his side we see the young hermit the fact of whose recent arrival 
is cleverly indicaicd by associating with him a bafigi, of which he 
has just unloaded himself. The fire ahar and water pot pJaced 
mfiont of the par^iaalit mark the pJaee ns an Hiffiimit. The 
deer also serve the same purpose, and the hilly surface confirms the 
reference to p»vvatt$ffuM. On the left side we sec the sham ascetic 
before his hut who has now grown a small beard which suggests an 
interval of time since his first arrival, as the Pali text also says. The 
attitude of standing and the pose of his hands indicate that the setae 
in this panel portrays Che sham ascetic in readiness to carry out his 
evil intention. The carving of the figures is done with much Care, 
and the sculpture may be assigned to the early KushSna period, 
Find-place unknown. pi.

The story relates how a certain king 
addicted to meat developed a taste for human flash, and in order to 
satisfy ibis cravuig fic came to having bis own subjects secrc y 
murdered. IDs crime was discovered but for refusing to give up 
cannibalism he was driven out of the kingdom Living in a forest 
he caught traveUers and ate them. One day being repulsed m a 
man-hunt he mok to heels and got his foot pierced with a splmier. 
He vowed to offer hundred and one princes to the tree-dci^ n 
his foot were healed in seven days. The wound did heal within 
that lime and the cruel Yaksha captured one hundred princes 
whom he hung on the tree by means of cords passing through their 
hands. The man-eater Ipttruihadn yakaha) was ultimately converted 
to a pious life by prince Sutasoma who was the Bodhisattva bun- 
self end who was caught as the last victim. In the present 
sculpture the central figure with his cruel look represents the piti¬ 
less man-eater, He is evidemly traosporring in a heartleiss manner 
two of his princely victims to the foot of the tree shown m the 
foreground. The cave at the back cither served as the dungeon 
for his victims or as the residence of the exiled imm-eatcr. Kushlua 
period.
